But be that as it may, we must say seriously 
that w’c* have seldom seen anything in sucii exe- 
crable tnsie as this paragraph.

charge its duty Well, it should be learned in tlie 
common and civil law. A wise Suu should 
give such a salary as to command the services 
of men of the highest juridical attainments. 

The docket of the Court of Appeals is now 
rc(juired by law to l>e set for forty-eight days 
at each term of the Court. The object of so set- 
ting, it is to enable parties and their counsel, in 
every part of the CommoiiwcaUh, to know the 
day their cnu.ses will come on to be heard, that 
they may be present and give their attention to 
the same, wiihoiit'delenlion. The term, as thus 
fi.ved, ha> nearly ten causes set for trial each 
day, and the Court has to spend nearly its 
whole lime in delibeiation, and in reading the 
records, and in consultation, and in writing out 
opinions at the Judges’ chambers. Very inade- 
quate time is give to argue causes at the bar, 
and the Court has to proceed Aviih such race 
horse speed, that many of its decisions, and es- 
pecially those not written out for )>ublication , 
Hiu lar'frtuu bwing woll uiatured'or accurate. 

It is of the la^t importance to the communi- 
ty, that the decisions of the Supreme Appellate 
Court should be rendered upon full and mature 
examination and deliberation, and that all 
causes involving much difficulty or perplexity, 
should be argued, so that all the light of the bar, 
as well as the bench, may be shed upon the deci- 
sions. Those decisions are published, and have 
in a great measure the force and effci t of law. 
They are the rules of action of the citizen and 
of tlie inferior courts. 

Now we put it to any candid enlightened 
mind to say, can such talents and attainments 
as we have described be purchased much long- 
er in the market, at less than $2500 per annum, 
considering the present high price of living, 
the heavy duties to be performed, the unpleas- 
ant drudgery of wading through old musty 
records day after day, and night after night, for 
monihiLupoii a stretch, two terms a year, and the 
giving up ail tlie charms of the social and 
family circles, and all attention to property or 
home affairs, all which is requisite to fill the 
office well? We liave men on the Appellate 
bench highly qualified for the station, and 
should provi^le for their retention in office, with- 
out beggaring their families. To enable the 
Court to discharge its duties properly, itshould 
sit at least seventy-two days each term. Tlie 
docket being made out for that number of days, 
would enable the Court to attend to the pro- 
per argument of causes, and still have time at 
chambers to mature and w rite out its opinions. 

A salary of $2500 for seventy two days ser- 
vice, two terms a year, besiiles the labor ren- 
dered at home in vaeatiun, would not be more 
than ill the proportion of $1500, the present sal- 
ary to the forty-eight days se.ssion heretofore 
held, putting out of view the increased expense 
of living. The writer lives in a county that

upon llie {>roud monuments of Kentucky’s 
bravest sons, I no longer wondered that that 
gallant Slate brought iorlh the bravest of the 
brave. 

Passing through a rustic looking gate, over- 
hung by a m;ias of shelving rocks, aii'l climbing 
die steep steps, we are iu llie Home of the Dea<i, 
Along a path over the green sward our footsteps 
first strayed, and coining to a rude bench at the 
foot of a iw'in .sycamore, w e sat down. At oiir 
feet two humble inoiimis (»f earth slightly broke 
the levvl grass around. Pray, wjiose graves are 
these? — crow ning this ampitheaip-, surrounded 
by all of Nature’s beauty — with the tall oak at 
the heoil — from which the forest birds arc sing- 
ing their blithest imtes? The mailing cam* 
near tells us they mint be the resting place of 
some worsIiipj)er of Nature and wanderer of 
the Forest; and so they are. For here, in this 
humble spot, decorated only by llie Go*l of Na- 
ture, lies the great pioneer hunter, am! truly 
honest man, Daniel Boonk, sidii by side w iih 
the partner of his bu.som, — he peaceful sli^ep--! 
wliile in the vu|c bvucuUi, and ou the lulls 
around, and far over the hills of his Garden 
Land, are to be seen tlic fruits of his untiring 
energy and perseverance. The old Kentucky 
Huuler — as long as his whole-souled descend- 
ants make this earth their “stamping ground,” 
will his memory be revered. 

Prominently conspicuous iu beauty is the 
State 3Iilitary 3Iouuiuent. ltj*de>igii is beauti- 
ful — a singh; shaft of white marble rising some 
.sixty feet, Its summit crowned with the eni 
bleins of the proud panoply of w*ar, and sur- 
mounted by ail angel, crowning with the vic- 
tor’s wreath the memory of tiie braves w'hoac 
names are imscribed on its sides. 

On its base are imscribed these words, whicli 
should be wriUeii in golden charactcis: 

“Kentucky has erected lliU coiuma in grati- 
tude equally lo her otiioers and .soldiers.” ^ « 

The names of her soldiers, who died for their 
country, are t<x> numerous to be inscribed on 
any colnmn. 

But its design I will not describ**. It is the 
gloriums deeds I would perpetuate. In every 
frontier po>t, in every imporunl battle since the 
seulcmtnl of the country, the blood of oM 
Kentuuk's sons lia.s ran like water. Notice well 
the li-'t, and then ackiiowlcilge how' just and 
well de.scrved is the inscription on the base of 
the monument. Btmricsboruugh, first in order, 
and prominent in defense of tlic white settlers, 
heads the column.

In lixiiii^ tl»e value of property, you should 
efnieavor to ascertain its full ami fair value — not 
what it wt>uid M'll for at a forced cash sole, nor 
upon long crvdUs. but rather a medium bet\v<Noi 
the two. Milch depeinls Oil the manner in which 
your duties are [lerfonuc'd. If the laws are 
complied with according to their true intent and 
meaning, justice will be done both to the gov- 
ernment and to those wlio contribute the means 
for its Mupport. 

Should tliere beany greatdecreasc in the val- 
ue of any item of taxable property, I hope each 
Commissioner will note the fact at llir end of 
his book, staling tlie cause «f suuh clecrease. 1 
tiiid a considerable decrease in the value of prop 
erty in several counties for the year l5<5!h but I 
dn not see «uy staiemeMt made by the Assc*>soni 
of Tax staling the cause of it, Ido hope the 
Asscs>urx will he parlicular and report all facts 
connected with this part of ihclr duly.

In the aggregate, the labor 
has been enormou.s, but it has been given, freely 
rendered, by the profession lo the government, 
without fee or reward.*'
